Abstract 


PURPOSE:To simplify the moving operation of a marker by predicting the point of the icon to be 
instructed next by using the kind of the icon instructed just before and the rule v\/hich previously 
records and moving the marker to this predicted point. 

CONSTITUTION:The icon to be instructed next is predicted from the kind of the icon instructed before 
by this rule when the icon is going to be instructed by the marker 23.
